Labor Harder Hit by Depression 
Than Profits, States NRA Report 


Factory Pay Rolls Still Below Levels at Which Dividend 
Payments and Compensation of Officers Has 
Been Maintained, Survey Shows. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—(/)— 
An NRA report which was disclosed 


|today said that American corporate 


profits and dividend incomes have suf- 
fered less from the depression than 
labor. The report was revealed at a 
time when congress is considering an 
administration tax-the-wealth program 
which would affect large incomes, in- 
dividual and corporate. 


The report, in preparation for 
months by NRA’s economic section 
under the direction of Leon Hender- 
son, was designed to guide NRA wage 
and hour policy. Officials said it 
was completed without knowledge of 
the administration’s tax plans. 

After 46 pages of intricate economic 
statement -and statistical tabulation, 
the report concluded: 


“The record, pieced together from | 


the available evidence, fragmentary as 
it is, shows three things: 

“First, that corporate security hold- 
ers not only profited most from the 
boom in the twenties, but suffered 
least from the depression in the thir- 
ties; 


“Second, that in the last two years, 
1933 and 1934, factory payrolls, while 
increasing considerably under the 
stimulus of various economic and gov- 
ernmental influences, have not yet 
reached the levels (in terms of ‘the 
average of 1923-25) at which dividend 
payments, interest payments, and com- 
pensation of officers have been main- 
tained ; 

“And third, that profftg, though still 
less than one-half of their level in

LEADERSHIP The inside story of how President Roosevelt 
nudged congress into doing something about his 

wealth-tax ideas is another revelation of how he works. 
The suggestion first was presented to some of the prominent 
congressional leaders privately at the White House weeks ago. It 
is more than a surmise that they all advised against it. Most of

them have confessed as much to their friends. Their objections 
were that congress is tired, that the move may be politically wise 
but is not economically advisable. 

The next time some of them heard about it was when they were 
told that the message was on its way from the White House to the 


capitol. 


PRESSURE The leaders immediately split over what they should 
do. Speaker Byrns is one of those who is supposed 
to have counseled the president against the move in the first place, 
but when overruled, he turned and urged that congress take it up 
and dispose of it at once. Other leaders (Senator Harrison, Repre- 
sentative Doughton) planned to put it off until fall or next year. 

But the independents and republicans (Borah and La Follette) 
seized the ball and started to run away with it. They wanted im- 
mediate action, and exerted strong publicity pressure. 

This confused the democratic leaders so much that a White 
House conference was arranged to decide what should be done. 
Some leaders (Harrison and Doughton) again counselled strongly 
against immediate action. All confessed that it would prove impos- 
sible to attach the plan to the nuisance tax resolution before Satur- 
day, when the resolution must be passed. 

Again they were overruled and were told to try it anyway. 


CONFUSION These developments are almost a direct repetition 

of what has happened backstage on several major 
items of New Deal legislation. The old party counselors on the 
hill have strenuously objected, have usually been overruled. When 
pressed, they have stood loyally for whatever the president demand- 
ed of them. It.has happened so often that it has become established 
strategy. This explains why so many sour prophecies creep into news 
accounts.from Washington occasionally. You cannot find out what 
is to be done until the president gets ready to speak. What the 
congressional leaders say and think does not mean much any more.

NEW YORK, June 26.—(@)—A 
voluntary code maintaining the max: 
imum hours and minimum wages of 
the NRA was adopted today at the 
emergency convention of the cotton 
garment industry. 

Formulation of a code followed the 
adoption of a plan for a central trade 
organization, one of three programs 
put befere the manufacturers to sur 
plant the NRA. Election of a “ezar” 
is expected to follow before the end 
of the convention. 

_Nine of the 16 member associa- 
tions were represented and voted for 
the code, which establishes a 40 
hour week and minimum wages of 
$12 a week or 30 cents an hour in 
the south, $13 or 32.4 cents an hour 
in the north, 

The proposal, introduced by George 
P. Wakefield, president of the Natiou- 
al Association of Boys’ Blouse anid 
Boys’ Shirt Manufacturers, asserted 
it would be impossible to maintain 
code conditions unless prison-made 
garments were removed from the mar- 
ket. The meeting voted to send Presi- 
Roosevelt a telegram to this

Another resolution called for the 
formation of a permanent voluntary 
code committee and urged goverv- 
ment officials to sponsor a uniforn: 
label for garments, to be used by all 
manufacturers operating uder the code. 

The central trade association, to be 
called the Allied Cotton Garmeut 
Manufacturers, will have an execu- 
tive vice president and a board of 7:1) 
directors.

“Not only that, but Palmisano and

two weeks ago, Baer talked of the ne- 
cessity of an operation that would put 
him on the shelf for the rest of the 
season. He seemed tremendously im- 
pressed with the hitting powers of the 
young negro who blasted Carnera 
more completely than Max did a year 
ago.

CHICAGO, June 26.—(4)—Swept 


upward today by reported widespread 
untimely rains making farm conditions 
deplorable for wihter wheat and for 
corn, the grain markets displayed 
nervous strength today. 

Wheat rose more than cents a 
bushel, and corn almost as much. De- 
lays to wheat harvesting and to corn 
planting and cultivating, described in 
some quarters as already alarming, 
were intensified, with various places 
especially parts of Kansas and Iowa 
reporting rainfalls of three and four 
inches overnight. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
firm, 1-4 to 1 3-4 above yesterday’s 
finish, September 81 to 81 1-8, corn 
1-2 to 1 1-2 up, September 76 to 
76 1-8, oats 3-4 to 1 1-8 advanced, and 
provisions varying from 2 cents de- 
cline to 5 cents gain. 

Pronounced speculative demand for 
wheat showed itself first after dis- 
patches came from Wichita and other 
points in Kansas saying severe wind- 
storms had accompanied heavy rains, 
and that the probable result would be 
virtual ruin for much wheat not yet 
out. At this juncture, too, purchase 
orders attributed to mills aroused as- 
sertions that millers had. overstayed 
their market, inasmuch as the move- 
ment of new wheat was hardly a tenth 
so far of the volume at this time last 
year. Suggestions were likewise cur- 
rent that’discovery of black rust in 
winter wheat fields near Springfield, 
Ill., could be looked uper as a fore- 
runner of danger to the spring wheat 
crop northwest. 


Buying rushes in wheat were cred- 
ifed partly to eastern sources, notably 
those that previously had favored the 
selling side. Offerings, however, were 
fairly heavy as prices advanced. some 
traders expressing belief -hat damage 
reports were exaggerated. 

Corn and oats traders gave special 
heed to statements that lateness of the 
corn would necessitate summer tem- 
peratures hot enough to devastate large 
quantities of corn in order that the 
remainder should mature ahead o6f pos- 
sible damaging September frosts.

SEW YORK, June 26.—(UP)— 
Dissatisfaction over President Roose- 
velt’s tax program: grew tonight, curb- 
ing optimism both for business and 
for the stock market. 

Share holders again appeared to 
be sirigled out as the victims and as 
a consequense they are nervous over 
their holdings. This nervousness al- 
ready has appeared in the stock mar- 
ket, prices today dropping fractions 
to more than 2 points. There was 
no heavy Jiquidation but an uneasy 
tone, particularly in the final hour 
of trading. 

Only a few are so fortunate as to 
have complaints agdinst the excessive 
income tax—tentative schedules call- 
ing for 60 to 8O per cent on incomes 
of $1,000,000 arid more—and inheri- 
tance taxes. ‘These, so far as the 
market is concerned, cause only a rip- 
ple. But proposed increases in cor- 
poration taxes bring nervousness for 
it is here shareholders will suffer in 
reduced net earnings of the companies. 

Heaviest burden of the corporation 
taxes would apply to big companies 
whose incomes exceed $1,000,000 an- 
nually. Such companies are heavily 
owned by the public through stock 
issues. Included in this group are 
some leading stocks traded on the 
nation’s exchanges. 

SMALLER RATIO. 

But in many instances these big 
companies show a vastly smaller earn- 
ings ratio than do the little com- 
panies, whose taxés will be lighter, 
and whose stocks do not have any 
great public distribution. 

So the shareholders are worried, In 
.ddition the:e were two other factors 
of uncertaiuty for the market: 


1. The tax program has become 80 
auncertain that adjournment of con- 
gréss—considered as something favor- 
able to the market—is now obscure. 

® Revival of bonus arguments at 
a time this was considered a dead 
issue. Plans of a bonus rider to the 
tax bill are being discussed. ‘There 
would be a new money issue to be re- 
tarded by ihe tax income. Anything 
of “new money” nature brings uncer- 
tainty to whe investors. 

TAX PROGRAM HIT. 

No intense has become the feeling 
about the tax program that one_bro- 
kerage house—Frazier Jelke & Co.— 
today made wp its entire advisement 
message to clients with an attack on 
the plan as a philosophy that fits 
“the eommunistic political and eco- 
nomie pattern of soviet Russia more | 
closely than the democratic principles 
adopted in the constitution of demo- 
cratic America ” 

Naturally no one is going to step 
in and buy stocks with such feeling 
prevailing. Investment demand is still 
good. Many believe business, if per- 
mitted, will show an excellent in- 
erease before the year is out. But 
that “if permitted” clause for business 
is too much of a worry when some 
more radical groups believe the en- 
tire tax program is but a_ political 
scheme with business recovery mo- 
mentarily .gnored. 

The few developments from indus- 
try were meaningless. Iron Age said 
stee. production was holding at 338 
per cent of capacity. Electric power 
production as reported by the Edison 
Electric Insitute reached the best 
total for a summer week on the iIn- 
stitute’s record. Carloadings, to be 
announced Friday, likely will show a 
sharp drop as result of reduced coal 
and grain shipments. Reduction in 
grain shipments came from lateness | 
of harvesting of the winter crop as.
